A Historic Centre 

One of the pleasures of living in 
Narberth is the ease with which "one 
may visit historic places, by rail or 
motor car, from Independence Hall, 
on the East, to Paoli and Valley 
Forge, on the West, and from Barren 
Hill and Fort Washington, on the 
North, to the Brandywine, on the 
South. In fact, Narberth itself is 
a historic centre, being within a few 
minutes' walk of the Colonial Friends' 
Meeting House, in which William 
Pcnn used to hang up his hat; the 
General Wayne Inn, where Washing- 
ton and La Fayette lodged, and the 
boulder meeting, the field where the 
army encamped in the fall of 1777. 

An hour's run by auto (or by Read- 
ing train, in a more roundabout way), 
following the Montgomery Pike and 
passing another boulder, marking an- 
other camping"ground, will bring you 
to Valley Forge, where the army 
spent the cheary winter of 1777-78. 
The high grounds of the camp are ap- 
proached though lofty entrance pil- 
lars, with reproductions of the sol- 
diers' log huts, used as guard-rooms, 
and dominated at the centre of the great 
federal arch and the equestrian statue 
of General Anthony Wayne. Crossing 
at Manyunk or Conshohocken (pre- 
ferably the latter) Barren Hill is 
reached, where General La Fayette 
(under the eye of Washington, at 
Valley Forge) skillfully extracted 
himself from a British attack. 

A delightful ride over City Line Road 
and bridge, up the Wissahickon Valley, 
over Lincoln Drive, will bring the his- 
toric searcher to the old Chew House, 
on Germantown avenue, where was the 
thick of the fight in the battle of Ger- 
mantown. Going South from Narberth, 
via Swarthmore and Media, one will 
pass or stop at the headquarters of 
Washington during the battle of the 
Brandywine, and reach Chad's Ford, 
where General Wayne repelled the Brit- 
ish attack, forcing the enemy to make a 
detour some distance above, where at 
Birmingham Meeting House the hottest 
lighting occurred. 



SCHOOL LOAN DEFEASED BY 132 VOTES 

Opposition to "Up the Hill" Location of Proposed New Building Rolls 

Up a Surprising' Majority 

DR. BRUMBAUGH WINS AND LEADS HIS TICKET 

The proposed $54,000 school loan was defeated by a vote of 240 to 108 at Tuesday's elec- 
tion A total of 406 votes were cast in the Borough, but 58 voters failed to mark their ballots 
on the question of the loan. Not a few of these cases were due to oversight on the part of the 
voters. •' ; 

The defeat of the loan was much more emphatic than had been expected. While there 
was some opposition to the playgrounds project the heavy vote cast against the whole proposi- 
tion was due, unquestionably, to the objection of the citizens to the location of the proposed new- 
school building on a site adjoining the present school, which is at the extreme northern end of 
the town, an action made arbitrary by the provisions of the loan. Last year a somewhat similar 
loan was defeated by 12 votes. ' 

So far as it was possible to get an expression of opinion from the citizens previous to the 
election, there was practically no opposition to the loan as a means of raising money to provide 
additional school facilities, ihe point of contention was the location of the new school The 
majority of the voters were m favor of a new school for the smaller children at a more central 
location, and they seem to have taken the stand, as' expressed by one of the citizens in a letter 
published in last week's issue of OUR TOWN.Vthat "the loan has to be defeated in order to 
secure later what we need now." ; :

Of the 406 votes cast, 119 were split. The total vote came within 15 of reaching the highest 
number of votes ever cast 111 the Borough. The record was reached a year ago when 4n votes 
were cast in the election of the Burgess and other Borough officials. 
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The monuments, old and new, mark- 
ing the spot where Wayne was attacked, 
in the night (wrongly called the "Paoli 
Massacre"), stand a short distance 
from Malvern, on the Pennsylvania 
road. Here on September 19th last, 
the 137th anniversary of the attack was 
observed by the Chester County Histor- 
ical Society, the chief speaker being Dr. 
Brumbaugh, now running for Governor. 
He deplored the apathy of Pennsyl- 
vanians toward their early history and 
its heroes, both civic and military, and 
urged the young people to make care- 
ful study of the events and lives of 
those times. Guss Post of the Civil 
War Veterans, strewed with flowers, 
in memory of the men who fell there, 
and fired four volleys over their 
graves. 

On the succeeding Saturday, the 26th, 
the same society celebrated the placing 
of a tablet on the front wall of the old 
Wayne Homestead, lying south of Paoli, 
on the Sugartown road. It is still in 
the Wayne family, being occupied by 
William Wayne, a great-great-grandson 
of the General. Secretary Lardiner, of 
the society, of Cincinati (of which Gen- 
eral Wayne was the first president), out- 
lined the military history of the Gen- 
eral, and ex-Governor Pennypacker re- 
moved the term "mad" and "massacre" 
from his record. Major-General With- 
erspoon, of Washington, conveyed the 
regrets of President Wilson, and Col- 
onel Fred. T. Pusey, those of Govern- 
or Tener. 

Surely, dwellers on the Main Line 
and Narberthians in particular, should 
be enthusiastic students of the early his- 
tory of this section. .The very ground 
they live on was the scene of many an 
encounter between patriots, tories and 
British, as may be seen in tin pages of 
Dr. S. Weir Mitchell's "Hugh Wayne."

Poise — A Modern Asset 

"Poise!" Everywhere one hears the 
word, few glimpse its maximum possi- 
bilities! With it, the world may be 
ours. Without it, we are the world's. 
Every hour man needs it; woman, 
every moment. 

It saves incredible situations, pene 
trates impasses, and sends calamity 
asprint. It governs the bodily car- 
riage, steadies purpose, land induces 
sleep. It generates confidence, flashes 
magnetism, and italicizes personality. 
It silences the tongue, lifts the head 
and levels the glance. Its possessor, 
though money-poor, is rich, for in his 
treasure house there is time, hope 
and humor aplenty to share with 
others. The poiseful man begins every 
task in time; he starts on the moment, 
for a given point; he walks briskly, 
neither rushing nor dwadling, and (ar- 
rives neither too soon nor too late; 
never breathless, rarely perturbed. 

Poise as a business asset can scarce- 
ly be measured. The chief who holds 
his employees also holds himself. The 
salesman who neither boasts nor 
cringes, the man who presents his 
argument crisply and convincingly dis- 
daining clap-trap and superlatives, is 
the man whose salary is increased 
yearly, whose customers "come over." 
The self-mastered neither borrows 
trouble nor countenances morbidity. 
In a man's social life, poise is the 
hall-mark of what our forebears used 
quaintly to call "gentility." The poise- 
ful man is not necessarily a great man, 
but a great man is necessarily a man 
of poise. He has the inestimable gift 
of concentration. He differentiates 
sharply between friends and intimates;

Automobile Licenses 

Owners and users of automobiles in 
Narberth, as well as as those who own 
motorcycles, vvi',1 do well to give heed 
to the notice recently issued by the 
State Highway Department, regarding 
applications ior registrations for 
1915. It is now too late to have any 
special number assigned for next year, 
but all owners are urged to send in 
their applications as early as possible, 
to the end that the delay which has 
been experienced heretofore may be 
avoided. If you apply now on the 1915 
blanks, your new license plates will 
be sent to you shortly after the hrst 
of December but, of course, they will 
not be valid until January 1. 

The advantages in thus sending in 
an early application are twofold; not 
only does it insure the receipt of the 
1915 license plates in time, but it also 
makes it possible for the autoist to 
take a holiday trip without the fear of 
being caught and fined away from 
home when the bell rings for the 1914 
plates. This experience will be com- 
mon next year, for the State Highway 
Department has announced that 'ex- 
cuses for having old plates on your 
machine wi'l not be accepted next 
January :as in years past.

But, strange though it seems, there 
were some few things that even this 
Nothing man of sapience did not know. He 
was quite positive that he lived in 
Narberth, but was it a Borough, you 
asked? Well, now, he wasn't quite 
sure. lie thought it might be, how- 
ever. Really, Narberth to him was 
only a place to sleep in, you under- 
stand.

They don't like the stingy side- 
walks, they object to mushroom 
houses built in a row, they think the 
streets ill-kept. But will they put a 
shoulder to the wheel when a remedy 
is found. Mercy, no! 

We are like that ourselves, but we 
are going to reform. (Please note 
the use of "we" as figurative.) We dis- 
covered the other day that out back 
hair was leaving for parts unknown, 
and then realized that we were getting 
old, and must mend our ways while 
time remained. 

Of course, this being the autumnal 
season, such phenomena as falling 
hair should be expected, along with 
falling leaves and coal bills falling due. 
But nevertheless, the shock of our 
discovery was severe. 

And our hair kept falling out, fall- 
ing out, steadily, just like that! 

We have always had our ideals for 
Narberth, even though we have not 
tried to put them into practice. One 
of them is that Our Town shall keep 
that certain rural charm which some 
fear she is in danger of losing. 

One evening in mid-September we 
were sitting in a chair (one rocker is 
loose), we were sitting in a chair 
(please remember the "we" is figura- 
tive), we were sitting in a chair on 
the porch.

Let it be unique 
among suburbs, a real country town, 
with peace and rest and quiet, with 
climbing roses and simple homes and 
fragrant gardens, however small they 
be. 

Discourage the depressing rows of 
starting little houses, springing up 
over night, to elbow each other for 
room to plant their feet, and making 
the kind of people Our Town wants, 
look elsewhere for their homes. Make 
this a home town, one to bring 
friends to with pride, and assurance 
of their approval. 

Not so long ago we heard a certain 
man, speaking of a certain suburb, 
say: "We'll make this a boom town, 
by George. We'll threw up houses 
by the score. We'll build a theatre 
and we'll build an apartment house, 
and we'll make things hum." 

Now, who would want Our Town a 
place of such hustle and bustle and 
boisterous boom? Certainly the man 
who comes awearied from the city, 
where these things serve only to dis- 
tract him, desires a change. 

He wants trees and shady lawns 
and green fields and comparative 
quiet. He comes to the country to 
escape apartment life. He wants a 
home and quietude. Can't Narberth 
give him what he wants, without 
adding cheap imitations and ostenta- 
tious trivialities? 

"It is the simplicity of this town 
that attracts me," a visitor to Nar- 
berth observed, a year or so ago. 
"Why, the fact that you have to step 
in at a little postoffice for your mail, 
even, furnishes a quaint little old- 
fashioned charm in itself. Don't let 
this town spoil itself by trying to ape 
the city." 

By the way, my wife tells me that 
perhaps I can use her combings; sort 
'o past 'em over that arid spot, you 
know. 



Park Committee Prepares for 
Action 

At a meeting of the Park Develop- 
ment Committee, held Wednesday 
evening, October US, a general plan of 
improvement was discussed and de- 
cided upon. Mr. Ford, one of the 
town planning experts, whose services 
have been retained for this work, was 
present, and he and Mr. Pope are now 
engaged in preparing a more detailed 
plan to be submitted to the committee, 
after which the work of preparing a 
final plan, upon which bids may be 
secured, will be begun. 

The committee recommended the 
purchase of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
tract on the north side of Windsor 
avenue, and also a strip off the east 
end of the John B. Williams tract, 
these two pieces of ground being 
deemed necessary to the proper de- 
velopment of the whole. They also 
: ccommended the acceptance of an 
offer by Messrs. Haws and Smedley 
to convey to the association a cer- 
tain part of their undeveloped land ly- 
ing west of Conway avenue and near 
Windsor, in return for park frontage 
which they will gain for the remainder. 
The area of the development is thus 
Increased somewhat, and the good to 
be accomplished by the project as a 
whole is also increased. 

We hope in the near future to be 
able to give some interesting details 
concerning the final plans.
